Capt. Bnssels says he does 
not believe that the fishing steamer 
Swan, of Harborton, Va., foundered In 
the storm and ezpresaes the opinion 
that the 8waa has by this time made 
harbor. 

Marine men estimate that as many 
as 125 lives were lost at sea along the 
coast In Tuesday night's gale, which 
waa vnauesUonably the worst storm 
in the memory ot present Atlantic 
coast navigators.

Sept. 19.— A distinct- 
ly oftlpMstio tone now pervades gov- 
omMient and diplomatic cireles here 
and hopes are again expressed that 

war may after all be averted. 

From London and Constantinople 
encouraging news baa been received. 
From Lon4on it is reported that the 
British government will send a fleet 
to Turltish waters, while reports from 
Constantinople ^ay that Great Britain. 
France and Italy have Intervened to 
prevent the continuance of massacres 
in Macedonia. It is said that Thurs- 
day the representatives of these pow- 
ers advised the sultan ot their dissat- 
iBfactlon with the methods of suppress- 
ing the outbreak and declared that the 
massa(Tes must he stopped. 

The porte is said to have replied that 
Turkey is simply carrying out the 
wishes expressed by the powers, wbo 
urge the sultan's tovenoMnt to adopt 
energetic measures to suppress the 
revolution as speedily as possible. The 
report that these powers have taken 
such action has been received with 
great sattsiactioii by the Bulgarian 
ministry. 

The <llpIomatle corps here also ap- 
pears to be more relieved that Turkey 
hits taken the news of Bulgaria's mob- 
ilization steps much more quietly than 
was anticipated. At the present mo- 
ment the whole situation la reported 
aa being distinctly better tban at any 
tfme for some two weeks past 

A special dispatch from Blla, says 
several lUilgarian bands under Capt. 
StoyanoffMttackeil Melnik, province of 
Seres, 65 miles northeast of Salonica. 
•Two regiments of infantry with cav- 
alry and infantry in support were sent 
from DJoumaia to relieve the garrison, 
and they forced the insurgents to re- 
tire to the mountains where they are 
pursued by the troops. 

Desperate fighting is reported to be 
proceedings in a defile of the valley 
of the Struma, near Kresna, between 
Turkish troops and bands under Gen. 
Zontcheff. Reinforcements of troops 
have been sent from Seres. Nazlr 
Fashli, Turkish eonimander at Monas- 
tlr.

the alleged assassination of Jim Cock- 
rill, seven witnesses testified for the 
commonwealth Friday afternoon. All 
of them In some way or other corrob- 
orated other wltneesee which have tes- 
tified. Tom and Kelly Maaa corrobo- 
rated witnesses Friday morning who 
swore that Jett had said ihat no — 

could shoot blm off thf stru ts 

of Jackson, referring to the fac t of a 
difllculty between Jett and Cotkrill 
about a week before the assaaslnation. 
The main and most sensational feature 
of the evening was the testimony of 
J, B. Little, who said he saw Cockrill 
running at the time of the shooting 
and Immediately afterward Jett ap- 
peared In front of the courthouse. He 
beard Jett say a week before the as- 
sassination In the house of Mrs. Bam 
Mans that he would kill CockriU on 
sight and that he (Jett) never prom- 
ised to do anything Imt that he car- 
ried it out. Little, when Cockrill was 
killed, ran to him and he (Cockrill) 
said to him. "Some one shot me from 
the courthouse." Little's testimony is 
corroborated by Charles Robinson as 
to the position of Little when the 
shots were fired, and as to Jett roming 
out of the courthouse a minute after 
the shooting. 

D. D. Hurst saw a blue mist like the 
shots were fired from smokeless pow- 
der at the time of the shooting and 
corroborated Little in his testimony. 
A. S. Johnson saw txith Jett and Spl- 
oer at the door of the courthouse im- 
mediately after the ahobtinf with 
guns drawn. 

Blanton, attorney for Jett, says 
there will he no confession. Condition- 
ally the commonwealth rested unless 
some of the absent witnesses ronn' in 
Friday afternoon, if not they, rest and 
defense will begin Saturday.

Evansville, Ind., Sept. 19.— After 

shooting and probably fatally wound- 
ing Chief of Police Fred Heuke and 
Capt. Brennecke, of the police depart- 
ment seriously injuring Frank 
Luta, a councilman of Booneville. Ind.. 
Detective Thomas Hutchene Friday 
night sent a bullet through his braia. 
He died instantly. 

The tragedy wa.s the result of along 
existing quarrel between Brennecke 
and Hutchens. The cause Is not 
known. The shooting occurred at the 
Tri-State fair grounds Friday night 
At least 300 people were in the tent 
where the shooting wa.s done. N :»' ■"• 
Chief Heuke nor Ca|it Hr.'nne< l.ail 
opportunity to .li imI themselves. 
Five minutes before the shooting De- 
tective Hutchens, in conversation with 
Patrolman Crow and Fireman Heber- 
er. made the remark with aa OStll thil 
th< re were two aea he tatea4a4 to bsI 

even with. 

Patrolman Crow was sitting at a t»» 
bie near the entrance of the German 
village with Htrtcbens when Chief 
Heuke and Capt. Brennecke entered. 
He Jtimped to his feet and started for 
the detective as sooD ss tho Srat shM 
was fired. 

He did not reach him. howev.-r un- 
til both the chief and the captain had 
been stmek. Hutchens then threw 
the gun over his shoulder and fired 
the shot that struck Lutx. Whether 
he Intended the shot for Heuke or Pa- 
trolman Crow Is not known. Both 
men were In the line of fire and It Is 
probable he Intended to kill Crow for 
attemptieg to Interfere. After he had 
flred four shots Hutchens walked out- 
side the tents, and saying. "No man 
will ever live to se me fried." placed 
the revolver to his right temple and 
sent his last bullet Into his brain. 

Capt. Brennecke reeled backward 
and staggered along the side of the 
tent and fell. Without moTlog out of 
his tracks Hutchens senf another bal- 
let after hlin which struck him on the 
left arm. .Just as Urenn. ( ke frll Chief 
Heuke sprang toward Hutchens, who 
leveled his revolver and sent a bullet 
into his right breast The chief stag- 
gered toward the rear of the tent and 
fell. The fourth shot fired either at 
him or F'atrfdman Crow, struck Lutz. 
who was sitting at a tal.le a few feet 
from whi.re I ;.' < li;' f lia.l fallen. 

The hundred or more people In the 
tent had rushed from the tent before 
the last shot was flVed. la the paalo 
they brokt- through the sidewalls or 
took lefiiue bi'hind the bar. 

Six years ago Hui< h^ns "-l ot at Bren- 
necke in a saloon but the 'lullet lod«»^d 
in the celling. It is believed that the 
conviction Friday afternoon of William 
Trimble, one of the men who took part 
In the riots lit luly 5 and «. had some- 
thing to ilu with liasiening the tragedy. 

Capt. I'.reniuile has bei'n ore of 
the moet active wurl . is I'nr ilie state 
and it is said that bis activity against 
the rioters increased Hutchens' ani- 
mosity. It is not known tnat the men 
had any trouble Friday. They were 
seen toni'ttu r m \it:i! times and from 
all appearniK e> vn, on good terms.

campaign. Most of his speech is de- 
voted to attacks on the administration 
of Oov. Beckham. But he is careful not 

to traverse the imposins; arrav of facts 
and dgares presented by the Governor 
in his WlMlMat«-r speech. He is con- 
tent to insist that he ought to have 
done better. But in bis anxiety to at- 
tack he leaves out much that he is 
called upon to defend. While quoting 
certain expreesions from some of the 
Governor's Democratic competitors he 
singularly forgets to say anything about 
the remarks made by his own compe- 
titors for the nomination, and by a gen* 
tleman who was pushed for, the nomina- 
tion without his oonseni Nor bfM Col. 
Belknap a word of censure for the acts 
done during the brief administration of 
Gov. Taylor, the reign of terror, the ille- 
gal use of troops, the dispersing of the 
Legislature, the attempt to send it away 
from Frankfort to a mountain town, the 
suspension of the writ of habeas corpus 
and finally the murder of Gov. Goebel. 

Col. Belknap attacks the admini.-tra- 
tion of justice in Kentucky in a way 
that shows he bad been a eloae stadent 
of the colutiiiiM (if two or three partisan 
newspapers that have persistently and 
unscmpnloosly perverted or suppressed 
the facts. But wlii!e he holds out tlie 
idea that his Kepublicau brethren have 
been persecuted by the action cf parti- 
san courts, he knows that none of tbero 
has been, punished after the lapse of 
three years and a half, except one who 
was once held to be as innocent as the 
rest, but who has lost sympathy by the 
unpardonable crime of making a confes- 
sion. There is no. lament from Col. Bel- 
knsp on aoooDBt of the failnre to bring 
the other conspirators to justice, but, on 
the contrary, an undertone of unmistak- 
able sympaUiy for them in their trials. 
He refuses to say whether he will pardon 
the Goebel murderers, but he knows 
what is expected of bim. 

The picture which Col. Belknap draws 
of Kentucky will not be recognized by 
moat of the residents of the State, who 
have been dwelling in peace and security, 
enjoying prosperity and happiness. Of 
the "tragic panorama" he says that "not 
the slightest gleam of satisfaction" comes 
from it "Itaeems heavy tragedy." Nay, 
more. "R»>pulfcive and reeking with the 
foul atiuusphere of dungeons, it displays 
a body proatituted to perjury and fraud." 
Such is Col. Belknap's imaiiinafive view 
of the condition of the iState over which 
he a(>pir< a to rule. That la hia way of 
advertising the State. 

What is the remedy proposed for this 
state of thingu .' Simply a change of par* 
ties. Turn out the men who represent 
the better element of the State and put 
in m> n chosen by a party one-third of 
whose votes are negroes, and another 
element which formed the mountain 
ariuics that rentlered life and proprity 
insecure at the State capital. All we 
need is a buainess man as Governor, 
who, somehow, is ^oin^ to ))e able to dis- 
pel the specters of perjury and fraud, 
and make everybody seonre and happy. 

Finally, without traversing the fitjurea 
of Gov. Beckham, Col. Belknap tries hie 
hand at State finances, which ought to 
be peculiarly in the province of a business 
man. He begins by saying that Gov 
Bradley It f c a balance in the State Trea- 
sury cf $1,100,614.97. The Auditor's re- 
port shows that on July 1, 18!)0, there was 
a baiancH of f.'!',).'), 148 70. If there wai- 
such a balance as Col. Belknap mames 
on the foUowin* December, it was be- 
cause of the large pKyments of revenue 
into the Treasury in November and part 
of Dooeoiber, which alwaya coroein about 



that time. But Gov. Bradley did not 
tarn over thla money to the Democrats. 
On the 20th of February, UKX), when 
Democrats took charge, there was a cash 
balanoeof $863,334 51. Yet Col. Bel Knap, 
in porsoaooe of hia bniiness instincts, 
charges the Democrats with more than 
eleven hundred ttioiKiand dollars, and 
aftar guessing at the amount that they 
oolleeted np to July 1, iOOS, giving no 
credit for the balance, conclu les that the 
expenditures are $5,000,000 a year. This 
niHhod fingrlag makaa a bad ahowiag 
for a baaiaaaa naa.
